* White House tonight that he might be able 
to talk over the situation without interrup- 
tion. It. was feared there would be riots in 
Havana today, but when a call was made at 
Asistant Secretary Day's late tonight word 
was sent down that there could have been no 
trouble in Havana, as not a word by cable 
had been received from Consul General Lee 
today. 
Dr. Johnson, pastor of the President's 
church, tonight delivered a peace at any 
price sermon. The President was in his 
pew and was forced to listen to the gratuitous 
advice given him by the minister and to sub- 
mit to the inquiring gaze of a crowded house, 
every eye in the audience being centered on 
the President to see how he received the 
words of the preacher. Dr. Johnson, among 
other things, said that war with Spain would 
be unjustifiable even though it be shown 
that Spain had official connection with the 
accident; even if it be shown that the de- 
struction of the Maine was due to a Spanish 
plot and that government admitted it. 
In that event, Dr. Johnson said, an indem- 
ity should be demanded and amount sub- 
mitted to arbitration. Should Spain refuse 
to pay, that ought, he said, not to be a cause 
for war. War, Dr. Johnson said, could only 
be justified as a matter of self-defense, and 
hardly then. 
The minister indulged in the most effusive 
praise of the President, and characterized 
him as a calm, level-headed man, unmoved 
by ͤ the passions of the mob—a patriot and a 
Christian who would do the right. After 
_ praising the President Dr. Johnson made 
the sweeping assertion that there was no 
love of God in the hearts of those who were 
‘ erying for war. The sermon made a sensa- 
tion, and was the subject of much adverse 
criticism by the audience.

CUBANS FACE STARVATION. 


Easy Problem for the United States in 
Shutting Off Food and Compelling 
Spain to Submit. 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY C. M. PEPPER.) 


Heed is given to military problems in the 
present tension between the United States 
and Spain. Should the threatening break 
through the Maine disaster not come diplo- 
macy may happily avert it from other 
causes. 
American intervention may be accepted in 
Spain as the best means of letting go of the 
island, in spite of the scornful refusals that 
have heretofore been given. It does not 
‘geom to be in the minds ot the officials and 
the officers of the army at present. They 
are planning for defense in case of a host:le 
invasion or a blockade. What the means of 
defense would be is, therefore, of interest in 
the United States. 

The military problem of starving an island 
already starved is not a difficult one. Cuba 
gets its food supply largely from the United 
States. Shut off from that source, its peo- 
ple cannot get means of subsistence for 
sixty days. A large proportion of them are 
now close to starvation. They can live en u 
very meager diet much longer than peopie 
who have been accustomed to satisfy the 
cravings of the stomach by one or two meals 
‘a day. A blockade of the ports to shut off. 
supplies from all sources would soon have 
its intended effect. The population could 
measure definitely the term of its existence. 
The country has practically no internai re- 
sources left. 

Spain’s army is already ruined and starved. 
The officers never think of the men. When 
the officers themselves are put on short ra- 
tions they may be ready to sue for peace. 
It is not likely that the needs of the army in 
Cuba would have much influence on the 
policy of the Spanish government in the 
event of war. With the certainty of losing 
the island they would not be governed by 
what might be taking place here. The army 
in Cuba has been neglected so much that its 
neglect in the last.and desperate stages of 

ain’s power would probably be condoned. 
he point of all this is simple. With the 
roughly civilized government the conditions 
in Cuba might be a means of forcing an 
early conclusion to a war, if one were begun. 
With Spain they will have little effect. Cuba 
can be starved out in sixty days. That of 
itself would not cause Spain to yield.

Key West, Fla., Feb. 27.—The latest story 
as to the way the Maine was blown up is con- 
tained in a letter forwarded by a secret 
Cuban club in Havana to J. M. Govin, a 
Cuban insurgent agent here. The club re- 
ceived it in the ordinary course of mail. It 
was written in English, but was signed 
“ Maquintista (machinist). After a long 


Maine’s fate was due to a Spanish plot, the 
letter goes on to say that in an old ware- 
house at Santa Catalina, 200 yards from 
where the Maine was moored, some diving 
apparatus had been hidden, and that from 
this base two divers had worked by night and 
filled the torpedo holes of the Mafne with 
the dynamite cartridges connecting them 
with wire to the battery on the land, from 
which the cartridges were exploded. Ac- 
coring to the letter, the divers were to have 
n paid a large sum, which has not been 
forthcoming. 

The Cubans in Key West say that investi- 
gation in Havana has tended to confirm the 
statements of the letter, which will go be- 
fore the court of inquiry. 

An officer of the Maine, whose attention 
was called to the story today, asserted pos- 
itively to this correspondent that the torpedo 
holes of the Maine had not been open during 
its stay in the harbor.

Spain has two second-class battleships. 
The United States has one. Spain has no 
coast defense vessels. The United States 
has six seagoing coast defense ironclads 
and thirteen non-seagoing coast defense 
vessels. Spain has none of the first named 
and is equipped with only two of the non- 
seagoing vessels of that class. Of armored 
cruisers the United States has two, the New 
York and Brooklyn. Spain has seven. 
When it comes to armored rams Spain has 
none, while the United States has one. In 
the protected cruiser class the United States 
has twenty-seven, all.of steel. Spain has 
five of steel and seven of iron. Spain has 
three wooden cruisers and the United States 
has two. As to the torpedo fleet, Spain 
has twenty-three destroyers—first-class, 
second-class, and vedette boats—in commis- 
sion and ten building. The United States 
has fourteen in commission and fourteen 
building. 

To sum up, Spain has sixty vessels, of 
which only twenty-seven are fit for heavy 
weather. The United States has ninety, of 
which sixty-two are big vessels.

SINGERLY 18 DEAD. 


Editor of Philadelphia Press 


Expires Very Suddenly. 
IS ILL BUT A FEW DAYS. 


Death Due to Heart Fail 
Induced by Tobacco. 


HIS CAREER IN BUSINESS. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 27.—[Special.)— 
William M. Singerly, editor and publisher of 
the Philadelphia. Record, died suddenly at 
12:45 o'clock this afternoon at his home, 
1701 Locust street, from heart failure. Mr. 
Singerly’s death came most suddenly and 
unexpectedly. There was no one present in 
the sick chamber at the time except his 
granddaughter, who, with several servants, 
had been near at hand throughout the 
morning. Mr. Singerly had been sitting up 
in bed and talking to his granddaughter, 
when suddenly he threw his right hand over 
his heart, and without uttering a word fell 
back upon the pillow. There was a slight 
gasp as the muscles of the body relaxed, and 
the end came in less than two minutes, be- 
fore the physicians could be summoned to 
the bedside. 

Mr. Singerly's illness, according to the 
attending physicians, dated from last

Wednesday night. On Thursday his condi- 
ron seemed unaltered, but Friday brought 
a change for the better. Mr. Singerly con- 


ment of his death. There was not the least 
premonition that the end was at hand. When 
the physicians saw him in the morning the 
patient was bright and cheerful and seemed 
stronger than at any time since he took to 
his bed Wednesday ‘night. 

Dr. Eugene B. Bernardy, who had been 
Mr. Singerly’s physician for the last nine 
years, said: 

“The specific ailment from which Mr. 
Singerly suffered was gastritis, which had 
troubled him for nine years past. This was 
aggravated by tobacco heart,’ and the di- 
rect cause of his death was heart failure. 
I had warned Mr. Singerly six years ago 
against the excessive use of tobacco, and 
for six months he did not smoke at all. Then 
he began the habit again and smoked from 
eighteen to twenty-five cigars a day. Last 
August he suffered from malgria, and at 
that time I warned his family that his end 
would come suddenly, as it has. ; 


Due to Tobacco Heart. 

“The last week in December. the heart 
trouble manifested itself again, and Mr. 
Singerly was urged to have greater care for 
his health in every way. The strain of the 
last few months undoubtedly aggravated 
these maladies, but the immediate cause 
of his death, as I have sid, was heart 
failure due to tobacco heart.“ 

William M. Singerly was a native of 
Philadelphia, where he was born on Dec. 
27, 1832. and where with the exception of a 
brief period he has always lived. His 
father was Joseph Singerly, one of the 
originators of the street railway system 
of this city, from whom his son inherited 
his marked business ability. After graduat- 
ing from the Philadelphia High School in 
1850 Mr. Singerly spent ten years in a 
produce commission house and acquired a 
thorough commercial training. He was 
afterward engaged with his father in the 
management of his street car lines and 
then went to Chicago, where he was in 
business for himself as a commission mer- 
chant. Recalled to Philadelphia by his 
father to assume the management of the 
Germantown Passenger railway company, 
he proved a highly successful manager, ex- 
tended the system, and eventually disposed 
of it on highly advantageous terms. 

All the time Mr. Singerly was an en- 
thusiastic Democrat, active in the councils 
of the party in Philadelphia, and always 
eager to promote its interests in the city, 
State, and nation. 


Buys the Record. 


In 1877 he bought the Philadelphia Record, 
then a feeble journal, with a circulation of 
less than 6,000 copies daily. Mr. Singerly

partment, in ageressive methods, 
and made it what it now is, one of the fore- 
most penny papers of the United States, 
with a very large circulation. 

All this was performed in the face of the 
fact that Philadelphia is the most strongly 
Republican large city in the United States, 
and that the rd has antagonized the 
political theo most cherished by its 
people. 

He also had many diversified interests that 
claimed his attention. He was a heavy real 
estate owner in Philadelphia, having erected 
over 1,000 houses there, in addition to a 
splendid home for his paper. 

In 1887, upon the retirement of Governor 
Pattison from office; Mr. Singerly took an 
active part in establishing the Chestnut 
Street National Bank, of which the ex-Gov- 
ernor became the first President. Upon 
Mr. Pattison being called for a second time 
to the Governorship of Pennsylvania, Mr. 
Singerly succeeded him as President of the 
bank. He was also President of the Chest- 
nunt Street Trust and Savings Fund com- 
pany, and had large interests in a number 
of "commercial, manufacturing, and other 
establishments. 

In seeking for relaxation from the cares 
of business Mr. Singerly had for many years 
taken a keen interest in farming and stock- 
raising. His herds of Holstein cattle at his 
large farm at Gwynedd, in Montgomery 
County, were famous for years, and he was 
also the owner of the Elkton stock farm, 
near Elkton, Cecil County, Md. At Elkton 
he also owned the paper and pulp mills, from 


journal, but for outside interests as well. 
His Interest in Politics. 


Notwithstanding the pressure of all these 
great interests upon him, Mr. Singerly al- 
ways took an ardent interest in politics, 
and few men were better known in Demo- 
cratic circles throughout Pennsylvania than 
he. He was for ten years commissioner of 
Fairmount Park, a non-salaried office, which 
required him to devote considerable time to 
the wants of that great pleasure ground. 

In the Presidential campaigns of 1884, 
1888, and 1892 Mr. Singerly was especially 
active, always supporting Grover Cleveland 
with all the vigor at his command. In 1804 
he was unanimously made the Democratic 
candidate for Governor of Pennsylvania, 
and entered with great energy into the can- 
vass, speaking in nearly every county in the 
State. In all he made over seventy speeches 
in upholding the cause of Democracy. The 
Republican majority of Pennsylvania was 
too great to be overcome, however, and his 


rize. : 
Though a life-long Democrat, Mr. Singerly 
did not hesitate for a moment when the 
action of the Chicago convention in 1896 
compelled him to choose between sound- 
money principles and the theories enunciated 
in the platform adopted by that body, He 
promptly repudiated the nominees of the 
convention and gave his most earnest sup- 
port to the Jeffersonian Democratic candi- 
dates—Senator Palmer and General Buck- 
ner, making a number of speeches in their 
behalf in Pennsylvania, Delaware, and 
Maryland. 

As President of the Chestnut Street Na- 
tional Bank Mr. Singerly took an active hand 
in organizing the Pennsylvania Association 
of Bankers, and he always manifested a 
keen interest in all movements looking to the 
improvement of banking methods and re- 
form of the national currency. The prom- 
inence into which Mr. Singerly’s name was 
recently brought in connection with the fall- 
ure of the Chestnut Street National Bank 
and the Chestnut Street Savings Fund and 
Trust company is still fresh in the pub- 
lic mind. 

Richard v. Cook, one of the managers of 
the plan for the liquidation of the Chestnut 
Street Trust and Savings Fund company 
and other companies in which Mr. Singerly 
was interested, who came in to the city from 
his Lansdowne home upon the news of Mr.

Reports of Wholesale Decapi- 
tation Stir the Force. 


OFFICIALS IN COUNCIL. 


List Is Prepared of 250 Patrol- 
men Marked to Go. 


ON THEIR RECORDS 


President Winston of the Civil Service com- 
mission, Chief of Police Kipley, and In- 
spectors Shea, Schaack, Hunt, and Hartnett, 
were inconsultation in the rooms of the Civil 
Service commission ‘for four or five hours 
yesterday. The object of the conference, it 
was stated last night, was to pick out the 
250 patrolmen who will have to be discharged 
from the force by reason of the failure of the 
Finance committee to appropriate sufficient

ent for the coming year. 

When the fact of the conference became 
known in police circles last night it 
created great consternation among the rank 
and file of the department. In the police 
stations little else was talked of, and on 
nearly every corner could be seen two or 
more patrolmen discussing the possibility 
of losing their jobs. It was said that at the 
conference the records of the present patrol- 
men were gone over and it is the intention 
to pick the men to be discharged according 
to their records. This, it is said, was not 
satisfactory to Chief Kipley, as in this way 
the ax was bound to fall on a number of 
his pets. 

Kipley Is Forced to Give In. 

President Winston, however, was firm in 
his determination to discharge the man with 
the worst records. This idea, it was said, 
was also favored by Mayor Harrison, and 
Chief Kipley was forced to submit. 

After spending nearly half the day Presi- 
dent Winston and his associates succeeded 
in picking out a sufficient number of men 
to be discharged to bring the police force 
within the appropriation. This list was pre- 
pared and will be submitted to the Mayor. 
In case it meets with his approval it will be 
sent out and will take effect tonight or 
tomorrow morning. 

The men discharged by the forthcoming 
order, it :s said, will be placed on the eligible 
list of patrolmen and will have first call as 
soon as arrangements can be made to again 
increase the force. This, however, will be 
poor consolation to those who are affected 
by the order, and it is believed a storm of 
protest will strike the City Hall today. 

The reason for the great secrecy regarding 
the conference and the preparation of the 
order was due to the desire on the part of 
the Mayor, Civil Service Commissioners, 
and Chief of Police to avoid the crowds of 
policemen and politicians who would flock 
to the City Hall to save themselves or their 
friends from discharge. 


Star Leaguers on the List. 


It was intended to prepare the list and 

issue the order before anything was made 
public. It became noised about last even- 
ing, however, and the news flew rapidly 
through the entire department. Patrolmen, 
who were fearful that their names may be 
on the list, set to work at once to get their 
political drags together in order to 
swoop down on the Mayor and Chief of 
Police early this morning and, if possible, 
head off the impending slaughter. 
Among the 250 marked for dismissal are 
said to be a number of Star leaguers re- 
cently reappointed under civil service rules 
and who are personal friends of Chief Kip- 
ley. This fact, it is said, is a bitter pill for 
the Chief to swallow, but Mayor Harrison 
and President Winston insist in protect- 
ing old and tried men whose records are 
good. Whenever it is possible to do so, how- 
ever, it is said that men known to be Re- 
publicans will be sacrificed instead of Demo- 
crats, even should the records of the latter 
be a trifle worse than those of the former. 

It is the intention of the Chief to have the 
order take effect on March 1, and in case the 
list prepared is approved by the Mayor it 
will be issued at once. : :

POSSIBLE VICTIM OF FOUL PLAY 


Police Are Investigating the Death of 
A. F. McGee, a North State Street 
Milk Dealer. 


A. F. McGee, milk dealer, 41 North State 
street, died at St. Luke’s Hospital on Satur- 
day afternoon under circumstances which 
cause the police to believe he might have 
been the victim of foul play. McGee was 
found unconscious in the front hallway of 
the three-story flat building, 2030 Indiana 
avenue. He was taken to St. LuKe’s Hos- 
pital, where he died a few minutes later 
without regaining consciousness. It was 
found that his skull was fractured on the 
right side. 

Late on Friday afternoon a young man 
called at Mr. McGee’s milk depot and told 
him there was a party at 2030 lindiana ave- 
nue who wanted to ke a big contract for 
milk. McGee went to the above number, and 
that was the last seen of him until he was 
found in the hallway. He is said to have had 
a watch and chain and some money on his 
person when he left, but when searched by 
the police nothing of value was found. 

Detectives from the Cottage Grove Ave- 
nue Station are at work on the case, but 
as yet have been unable to find any trace 
of the young man who carried the message 
to McGee.

SPAIN MUST SURRENDER, 
Washington dispatches indicate that the 
recognition in Saturday’s Trisune of the 
tact that war exists as the result of the 
destruction of the battleship Maine in Ha- 
vana harbor has met with a cordial response 
among patriotic Congressmen and other 


public men in that city. In the estimation 


of men of this character it is the duty of 
the government to recognize this fact and 
regulate its policy accordingly. 

Every fact coming to light demonstrates 


‘more and more conclusively that the de- 


struction of the vessel was not an aceident 
—not the result of a force from the inside 


or due to the carelessness or incompetency 


of its officers and crew—but from some 
force applied to the outside by perfidious, 
treacherous Spaniards claiming to be loyal 
to Spain and professing to act in its serv- 
ice. Alf Spaniards hate the United States, 
no matter what they may pretend. 

Enough is already known to make up the 
record. Why then should action be de- 
layed now that the fundamental fact has 
been reached and all doubt is dispelled? 
No punishment will satisty naked, simple 
justice but to administer to the offending 
power thorough chastisement—and the 
flagellation should commence without de- 
lay or loss of time. The treacherous per- 
petrators of the greatest crime of the cen- 
tury must be made to cry for mercy. 

The question of indemnity will then, and 
not till then, be in order for consideration. 
The irreducible minimum must include the 
evacuation of Cuba by Spain. It must in- 
elude Grant’s famous terms at Fort Dorel- 
son—“ Unconditional surrender.” Then it 
must clear out, bag and baggage. The na- 
tional self-respect of America cannot be 
vindicated on any inferior term 

Above all, let there be no more talk about 
accepting Spanish money in compensation 
for the shocking crime against humanity 
and the diabolical! insult put upon the Amer- 
ican nation. The mere thought that our 
government should enter into a dirty dicker 
with the Spanish government to determine 
how much filthy luere will restore our in- 
jured honor and soothe our lacerated feel- 
ings is sickening to every patriotic heart. 
First administer a sound punishment, 
then enforce an immediate ejectment from 
Cuba. Spain has been too well treated by 


has been too meanly, foully, villainously 
treated in return to talk of any other 
terms. 

Spain’s unconditional surrender of Cuba

“INDEMNITY” I8 IMPOSSIBLE. 

Children whose parents have been killed 
in a railroad accident can accept from the 
company without disgrace what the law 
compels it to pay. They can do that with- 
out compunctions, even though the accident 
was due to the grossest and most inexcusa- 
ble neglect on the part of the company’s 
employés or officers. 

But the United States cannot accept 
without lasting disgrace money from Spain 
as compensation for the lives which treach- 
erous Spaniards have taken. It could not 
do so even if Spain were as wealthy as 
Britain and the United States as beggared 
as Greece. 

A very rich man may wrong a very poor 
man. The latter’ may ‘have such urgent 
need of money that he is willing to pocket 
his indignation if he can pocket some cash 
also, He may forego the sweet pleasure of 
thrashing the man who has injured him 


dition. 

But what would be said of a millionatre 
who, having received unpardonable in- 
juries from a beggar, offered to forgive if 
that beggar would sell his miserable rags 
fer what they wonld fetch and turn over 
the proceeds to the millionaire to swell his 
bank account? There would be a universal 
‘ery of derision. 

Spain is a pauper among nations. It 
hopelessly in debt. Its people are poor, 
shiftless, and superstitious, and are unable 
to utilize what natura! resources the cou 
try has. The United States bas wealth, 
and the potentialities of infinite wealth. 
Then how unspeakably contemptible it 
would be for this country to say to Spain, 
“Scrape up what farthings and pence you 
ean and you shall be allowed to get off gith- 
out a thrashing.” 

If this country were to hint at its willing- 
ness to accept an indemnity the old proverb, 
Sue a beggar and catch a louse,” wo 
be verified. For the pauper nation could pro- 
ceed to promise and to procrastinate, and 
spin the diplomatic web of deceit and delay. 
The Spaniards would reason that American 
indignation would cool down gradually and 
that Spain would eseape finally without a 
thrashing or fine. 

The only way to deal with this treacher- 
ous Spanish tramp is to cudgel him first, 


him take it. In other words, Spain must be 
kicked out of Cuba. Then, if it has any 
personal property worth taking it can hand 
it over to pay its fine, or can pay in cash 
or possibly in naval vessels— it has any 
left. 

This is the policy which meets with the 
approval of all true Americans who love 
their native land and cherish its honor.

for the railroads and their employés such 
as has not been seen for thirty years; would 
give employment to our steel and iron mills 
in the production of war material or the ex- 
tension of railway lines; and would give to 
thousands of unemployed day iaborers the 
opportunities for remunerative employment 
which they have been seeking in vain for 
months—in some cases for years, The re- 
vival in all lines of business would be such 
as the country has not seen since the panic 
of 18738. 

Within the last few weeks the New Eng- 
land cotton manufacturers have been com- 
pelled to face the prospects of a general sus- 
pension of business, and this has only been 
averted by the agreement of the operatives 
to accept a reduced rate of wages. Many vo: 
these would, no doubt, enlist in the army vor 
navy, while the remainder would find in- 
creased facilities for employment at ad- 
vanced wages. The same miay be said of 
the operatives in the woolen mills, in flour- 
ing mills, and every branch of industry re- 
quired to clothe and feed an army in the 
field or to furnish the material needed for 
the prosecution of the war. 6

WHERE SECRETARY GAGE STANDS, 

The Secretary of the Treasury is a con- 
servative man. He has a sentimental dis- 
like of war. But when he sees that war is 
inevitable he proceeds philosophically to 
make all the necessary arrangements for 
carrying on that war vigorously. He agrees 
with Polonius that a man should not seek 
a quarrel, but “ being in, bear it that the 
opposer may beware of thee.”

to insults and injuries. He is as quick 
to resent an outtage on himself or on the 


nation as any other man. He does not make 
any parade of his imdignation. He keeps 
cool and urges others to do so and proceeds 
quietly to make all needful arrangements 
for the punishment of the offender. 

It is the Secretary’s duty to see that “ the 
sinews.of war are provided. He is attend- 
ing quietly to that important matter. 


GANADIAN PACIFIC CHECKMATED. 
By coming promptly to the relief of the 
American lines and absolving them from 
observing the long and short haul clause of 
the interstate commeree act the Interstate 
Commerce commission has dealt the Cana- 
dian Pacific a severe and unexpected blow. 
For years the Canadian Pacific has had the 
American roads at its mercy and imposed 
upon them unreasonable and unjust condi- 
tions. Rather than suffer the demoraliza- 
tion of their local rates they Were com- 
pelled to allow the Canadian Pacific a dif- 
ferential of $7.50 first-class and $5 second- 
class on transcontinental passenger busi- 
ness, But even this advantage over the 
other transcontinental roads did not satisfy 
the Canadian monopoly. The prospects of 
an enormous rush of passengers to Alaska 
and the Klondike whetted its appetite for 
more conquests, and at once it set up its 
pins to gobble up nearly the whole of that 
business and deprive the American lines of 
a fair proportion of the same. Though it 
has by many hundred miles the shortest line 
to Alaska and the Klondike and enjoys the 
additional advantage of having a line of its 
own from the Atlantic to the Pacific Ocenn, 
yet it put in effect rates that were $7,50 
lower on first-class tickets and $5 on second- 
class tickets than the rates in effect by the 
American lines. It promptly notified the 
American lines that if they met its rates it 
would make corresponding reductions, and 
would continue to apply the abeve named 
differentials until rates had reached rock 
bottom. 

Having arrived at a point where patience 
ceased to be a virtue the United States 
lines determined to fight, and they met the 
Canadian Pacific rates. The autocratic 
management of the military highway of 
the British government in Capada became 
frantic over this action and at once de- 
clared war upon its American competitors. 
With one slash it took $9.50 off all passen- 
ger rates from New England points to St. 
Paul and from $37.40 to $39.25 off all rates 
from New England and New York points to 
the Pacific coast. 

The aggressiveness of the act by which 
this had been done for a time created con- 
sternation in the ranks of the Canadian 
Pacific's competitors, The Northern Fa- 
cific and Great Northern—roads having few 
local points to protect—promptly an- 
nounced a $20 rate from St, Paul te north 


_Pacifie coast points, But their Eastern 


connections—the Chicago-St. Paul lines ind 
their ally, the Grand Trunk railway—were 
prevented from joining in a through rate 
that would meet the cut made by the Cana- 
dian Pacific from points in the East, Thoy 
could not do so without violating the long 
and short haul clause of the interstate com- 
merce act or suffer the deMoralization and 
ruining of their rates to local points on 
their lines. In this dilemma they appealed 
to the Interstate Commerce commission, 


the long and short haul clause on all traffic 
competitive with the Canadian Pacific, pro- 
viding only that the United States tines 
should not “carry the war into Afriea 
or; in other words, they should not make 
lower rates than from time to time are 
made by the Canadian Pacific railway. The 
Interstate Commerce commission deserves 
the thanks of every well meaning citizen of 
this country for clipping the wings of a road 
built by the British government for a mili- 
tary highway, and the sole ambition of 
which has been for years to take advantage 
of the restrictions placed upon the United 
States lines by the interstate commerce law 
and inflict upon them all the injury it could 
by making rates which they could not pos- 
sibly meet. By its action the Interstate 
Commerce commission has spiked the guns 
of the Canadian Pacific and placed ts 
American competitors in a position to resist 
the attacks of their enemy. 

One advantage, however, the Canadian 
Pacific continues to enjoy over ite American 
competitors. It has not tocontend with the 
sealping element in making its rates, as 
there are no scalpers in Canada. 80 long a8 
scalpers can manipulate tickets the Ameri- 
ean roads will labor under a disadvantage 
in their contest with the Canadian Pacific. 
It American roads were as well protected 
as the Canadian lines they would be able to 
meet the competition without serious loss. 
Congress should remove this evil by passing 
the proposed anti-scalping bill as soon,as 
possible. 

Unless the Canadian Pacific comes down 
from the high horse it has been riding it may 
be made to suffer more serious conse- 
quences. It has started a ball rolling which, 
if not checked, would practically crush the

STATE STREET BRIDGE. 

The Commissioner of Public Works has 
given orders that when the navigation sea- 
son begins, two weeks hence, State street 
bridge shall be swung open and kept open. 
This will inconvenience greatly North- 
Siders, who have been in the habit of using 
the cars that cross that bridge, and will 
interfere also with business traffic. 

But the Commissioner cannot do anything 
else. He has been notified by the City 
Engineer that the bridge is unsafe. The 
center pier is weak, and, with a little more 
use, the bridge will topple over into the 
river, and a hundred lives might be lost. 

The structure could be made sgfe by re- 
pairing the center pier, but the Commis-. 
sioner is not willing to do that. The policy 
of the city is to get rid of such obstructions 
to navigation, and not to perpetuate them, 
The Commissioner is dubious also whether 
the federal authorities would grant a permit | 
for a new pier. If they were to do so Con- 
gress would take it as an intimation that 
neither the city nor the government en- 
gineers were anxious to see the Chicago 
River improved. 

What is needed is a new bascule bridge. 
But the eity has not the money to build it 
with, and the North Side Street railway 
company, though its use of the State street 
bridge has contributed so much towards

We regret to note the fulfillment of our pre- 
diction that we have not seen the end of 
the plot to give away, for the benefit of 
squatter immigrants, the immense sums of 
money due to the government by settlers 
tn Oklahoma and other recently opened 
Indian lands—lands bought by the govern- 
ment (i, e., by the public) at the cash cost 
of something like thirty-five millions of 
dollars! Senate bill 872 has been favorably 


reported to the House by the Public Lands 


committee. It is therefore useless now to 
address the members of that committee as 
such. But every reader will do well to write 
to his own Representative, energetically 
and immediately, requesting him not only 
to vote against the bill, but to exert him- 
self actively to secure its defeat.

Growing Kaffr Corn in Middle West. 


Editors Country Gentleman, Feb. 24. 


A forage plant that I _ believe 
should receive more attention fr 
farmers of the middle States 1 


Kafiir corn. It belongs to the same group 


of plants as brown corn or non-saccharine 


sorghum, an 
high, each s 


grows from four to six feet 
lk producing from nine to 
fourteen leaves, which are somewhat stiffer 


and rougher than corn; but it is relished by 
cattle and horses, and stalks and grain both 
have about the same nutritive value as corn. 


There are several varieties of Kaffir corn, 


but the one I am most familiar with is the 
red. 
far north as New York and Wisconsin, and 
can be cut for fodder, ensilage, or hay be- 
fore maturing. One of the greatest advan- 


This variety will mature its seed as 


tages of this plant is that it will withstand 


drought and is not affected by hot weather. 


It may remain stationary and curled up for 
weeks, but when the hot winds are gone 
and rain comes it will revive, afid if the 
season is long enough produce a crop of 
grain. It yields somewhat more fodder 
than corn, usually producing from five to 
six tons of field-cured fodder, and from 
thirty to sixty bushels of seed per acre, 
when the season is favorable; it is therefore 
a most valuable plant for ensilage. 

I do not mean to be understood as ad- 
vocating its cultivation in the place of corn, 
but in dry seasons, when the corn is likely 
to be a failure, it will often be found not 
too late to plant Kaffir corn. Then again, this 
plant will grow on land too poor to produce 

corn, and on a great variety of soils. 
In fact, I know of no soil on which it will 
not flourish, but it does best on rich land, 
and responds readily to generous treatment, 

Kaffir corn can be grown either in hills or 
drills, but the latter method is much to be 
preferred. The ground should be prepared 
the same, as for corn and the drills put in 
from three to four feet apart. Some use 
a grain drill, leaving the first and fourth 
feeds open, and stopping up the others, thus 
making the rows thirty-two inches apart. 
From eight to ten pounds of seed should 
be sown to the acre, and if the drill is used, 
a little practice on bare, hard ground, where 
the seed can be seen, will show how the 
teed-bar should be set to discharge the right 
amount. The plants should stand from 
four to six inches apart in the row on ordi- 

soil, but on very rich soil eight inches 
is none too much, It is better, however, to 
have the stand too thick than not thick 
enough. It should be cultivated the same 
as corn, where flat cultivation is given, care 
being taken not to cover the plants. 

There are a number of ways of harvest- 
ing this crop. Some use a corn-cutter, or 
it can be cut by hand, the same as corn used 
to be harvested. But by whichever method 
it is cut, it should be shocked and stood up 
to cure. Some cut off the heads and thrash 
them, while others run the whole stalks 
through the machine, which I deem much 
the best way, although it breaks up the 
leaves badly; but this is more of an ad- 
vantage than otherwise, if the fodder is to 
be put into the silo or fed up at once; but 
if it is to be kept for any length of time, it 
should be so disposed of that if will not 
heat or spoil. Kaffir corn remains 
green after the grain has been ma- 
tured until killed by the frust, and the fod- 
der is in excellent condition when the grain 
ripens; but care should be taken not to 
let it stand too long before cutting, as the 
seed is liable to shell out. i

This engraved label, which has been called 
a book plate, or ex-libris (“ from the library 
of”) bears the owner's name and a charac- 
teristic design. If the owner Las a family 
coat-of-arms or crest cf any kind it is used 
for this purpose, and placed on the inner 
side of the first cover as a protection against 
loss. Being an old English custom it was 
used in this country in revolutionary times. 
George Washington's books were marked in 
this way. The revival of an ancient custom 
in these book plates comes with the present 
popular craze for the antique in all things. 
In spare moments a young girl artist is 
making a few book plates which are entire- 
ly original in design. The pattern of each 
of these.is exclusively for the patron for 
whom the original drawing 1s made. The 
plate used in printing the first copies is also 
his own, and the design is never reproduced 
for a second customer. In the absence of 
crests the designs are made according to 
the special hobby of the owner. Thus a 
musician might have his favorite instru- 
ment sketched, and another, with a desire 
to avoid anything personal, might use sim- 
ply the monogram, with decorative frame. 
Usually, however, these marks or labels 
have something emblematic or character- 
istic of the owner woven into the design. 
The book plate of the John Crerar Library 
has his portrait upon it, and,#in fact, most 
big libraries have an appropriate book plate 
in each book. The fancies of the present 
time are shown by the plates presented, 
which are the work of this young artist.
